1 4. Lightning - For added protection for this video product dur- 
ing a lightning storm, or when it is left unattended and 
unused for long periods of time, unplug it from the wall out- 
let and disconnect the antenna or cable system.

Hints for OTR and Timer Recording 



• Press [VCR] on the remote control before you set Timer Recording. Make sure the remote control is in the VCR mode, then 
press [SUBTITLE/T-SET]. 

• If a tape is not in the unit or does not have the record tab, the TIMER light flashes and Timer Recording cannot be performed. Please 
insert a recordable tape. 

• When Timer Recordings are set, the TIMER light will appear. To use the VCR as usual until the time for the recording, Press 
[SUBTITLE/T-SET] so that the TIMER light disappears. Press [VCR/TV] to choose the VCR position. Select either VCR or 
DVD mode, then continue with the other features as described in this manual. 

After an OTR or a Timer Recording has been set, this unit operates as follows: 

• If a tape runs out before an OTR or a Timer Recording is finished, the unit ejects the tape and switches to the DVD mode 
automatically.
